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ADDITIONS AND CORRECTIONS. 

At the conclusion of my Preface I expressed a hope that readers of the 
Bibliography would communicate to me any deficiencies or inaccuracies 
which I might have overlooked in its preparation. I regret that this hope 
has not been fulfilled. Professor Vaihinger tells me that I may expect a 
list of Addenda from him, after the publication of the two indices. He has 
also pointed out certain passages in my first article which stand in need of 
revision (nos. 12, 53, no, 138, 141a). I am especially indebted, further, to 
Dr. Ag. Weckerling, director of the Paulus-Museum at Worms. He has 
put himself to very great trouble to answer a whole list of questions sub- 
mitted to him, by reference to the Kantian library at that place, — a rich 
collection of about a thousand volumes. I have made use of his researches, 
for which I here express my sincere thanks, in the following nos. of the

All scholars know Arnoldt's thoroughness and 
extreme accuracy. Both qualities are displayed in these essays. Distinct 
defects are : a wearisome redundancy in exposition, diffuseness of style 
even as regards unimportant details which could quite well have been dis- 
pensed with, and immoderation and personality in the polemics against 
B. Erdmann. For the first two articles, cf. no. 183. The principal results 
of the third [Die dussere Entstehung und die Abfassungszeit der Kritik 
d. r. V. pp. 99-189] are, in my opinion, no more than empty conjecture 
and untenable hypothesis. My reasons for this charge are given in extenso 
in my Kant-Studien, just published. The fourth article [pp. 193-268] 
discusses Kant's relation to Lessing. 

Most important of all are the concluding four papers. They contain 
(1) two very exact syllabuses of the lectures delivered by Kant, one 
arranged by semesters, and the other by subjects, with statements of day, 
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hour, beginning, end, text-book, number of hearers, and many other 
remarks. The principal sources of information were the documents of the 
Konigsberg University and of the Berlin Geh. Staatsarchiv. In connection 
with the syllabus of the lectures on physical geography Arnoldt is able to 
disprove B. Erdmann's view of the development of Kant's studies in 
anthropology and geography. (2) Very valuable are the discussions of 
Kant's lectures on metaphysics, and the notes preserved. Here Arnoldt 
and Heinze are on the same ground. Arnoldt knows three sets, besides 
the lectures as edited by PSlitz [which used for Einleitung and Ontologie 
a MS. written about 1790, and for Kosmologie, Psychologie and Theologie 
an older one] ; two which date from the beginning of the 90's \_E and F\ 
and one which goes back to the same lecture as the older MS. of Politz [2?]. 
Heinze had a third copy [C] of this kind, as well as E and the rediscovered 
unpublished parts of the MSS. used by Politz [the earlier — A ; the later 
= 27). Arnoldt, and Heinze even more, have published large portions of 
the different MSS : Heinze using CB or ABC for the Prolegomena and the 
section on Raunt und Zeit, D for the Psychologia rationalis, and E for 
that and the Theologia naturalis. Heinze also discusses the different MSS., 
and gives the contents of the separate lectures with great detail and 
accuracy. Unfortunately, this is all that his work in general aims at : it is 
only occasionally that he works over his material, comparing the lectures 
with one another and with Kant's printed work. 

B. Erdmann supposed that A and B were two different sets of notes of 
one course of lectures about 1774 \Philos. Monatshefte, 1883, 1884]. But 
it is quite clear from Heinze's and Arnoldt's investigations tbat.<4, B and C 
are copies, all going back indirectly to one and the same set of notes : this 
having been often copied, and here and there worked over, — very likely by 
the aid of other note-books. Heinze proves further, and quite indisputably, 
that the three MSS. can date at the very earliest only from the winter of 
1775-76 [Arnoldt, 1778-79: but Heinze is right; pp. 35, 36]. The latest 
possible date, according to Heinze, is the winter of 1779-80 ; his chief 
argument being that B and C say nothing of limitation and infinite judg- 
ments. I think, however, that it can be shown to be exceedingly probable 
that Kant had his table of categories ready in 1 775-76, and that the number 
twelve followed, so to speak, of itself, as soon as he came to parallel the 
table of judgments and table of categories. The absence of the two 
expressions in B and C would then be due to an oversight on the part of 
note-taker or copyist. 

It is out of the question, then, that we can learn the views of the Kant of 
1774 from the MSS. A, B and C. But we must go still further. I, at least, 
have come to the conclusion, on the basis of the material now before the 
world, the investigations of Heinze, and more especially those of Arnoldt, that 
Kant's lectures can be employed, if at all, only in very peculiarly favorable 
circumstances, and even then only with the most extreme caution, for the 
reconstruction of the history of his own development and for the character- 
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ization of his scientific standpoint. If only one set of notes of a lecture 
course is preserved, the passages in which it differs from Kant's published 
works may, perhaps, be due to a mistake on the part of the writer : he may 
have taken preliminary views and definitions, which are to be made precise 
in the course of subsequent lectures, as final, — or the opinions of others, 
cited by Kant, as Kant's own opinions, etc. If the note-book cannot be 
dated with some degree of certainty by external evidence, it is hardly 
possible to make use of it at all. Views expressed in the older Politz MS., 
which show more or less of disagreement with the teachings of the Kritik 
and the other critical works, are repeated in [or at least closely resemble 
those of] the lectures about 1790. In the rational psychology of the later 
course, more especially, we find statements which, if undated, would 
certainly lead us to infer that the paralogisms were as yet undiscovered. 
Evidently, then, Kant was far more conservative and dogmatic in his 
lectures than in his books. In the former his chief object was, on the one 
hand to teach the students to philosophize, to guide them into the right 
method, and to practise them in critical inquiry, and on the other to confirm 
them in an ethical-religious conception of the universe. To attain this 
second end, he attached — in questions relating to God and the mind — a 
significance to purely theoretical views, reasons and discussions, and to 
transcendent investigations, with which the logic of his system could not 
accredit them. Certain personal convictions, partly favorite views of his 
own, — perhaps the germ of his whole philosophical thinking, — which in 
the critical period had descended from their former level of authoritative 
doctrine to that of articles of individual belief [the doctrine of monads, e.g.~\, 
still occupy an important place in his lectures. Hence however small, 
for all these reasons, may be the value of the lectures for the reconstruction 
of the history of Kant's mental development, their importance for knowledge 
of his character and for the right appreciation of these individual grounds 
of belief which always remained the same, and which underly all the 
published works, inclusive of the critical, can hardly be overestimated. 
Moreover, the lectures, and the later in particular, appear to possess a 
certain value even now, on account of their happy formulation of detached 
thoughts, and as constituting an easy introduction to the Kantian phi- 
losophy. 

To repeat : the lectures do not by any means give expression to the 
strictly scientific views held by Kant at the time of their writing. The 
contents of the R. V. got into the lecture courses only by degrees, — never, 
probably, with much completeness [at any rate, not up to 1 794-95]. This 
opinion is confirmed by Kant's statement to Herz [Dec. 15, 1778] that there 
was "manches eingeflossen " into his lecture, upon the publication of which 
he was then at work. Heinze supposes that, as A, B and C say nothing of 
the antinomies, the course must have been given before Kant had worked 
out the doctrine of the antinomies. But why should not this have been a 
part of the ' much ' which Kant did not allow to ' einfliessen ' ? 
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A less adverse judgment upon the use of lecture notes for the reconstruc- 
tion of the history of Kant's intellectual development is passed by :)

He gained a final- victory, however, when he read the R. V. For there 
Kant proves by irrefragable argument that the human reason knows nothing 
at all beyond the limits of the world of sense, and that it constantly contra- 
dicts itself with regard to supersensible things, — always, if it judges and 
concludes from its own principles. It is natural, then, that Jung's attitude 
to the Kantian philosophy should be manifest in his writings. He uses the 
Kantian principles [especially that of the ideality of time and space, — in 
connection with the doctrine of the antinomies, — and the table of cate- 
gories] to support his own views upon religion. The R. V. is in his eyes a 
commentary upon S. Paul's words in 1 Cor. ii. 14. Reason is a source of 
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knowledge only for those truths which pertain to this earthly life ; the sole 
source of supersensible truths is the divine revelation of the Bible. The 
necessity of revelation for mankind, and its properties, he attempts to 
deduce from moral grounds, — taking the idea, evidently, from Kant's 
pupils : Fichte, Niethammer, etc. Jung also makes use of the Kantian 
philosophy in a merely negative way, to annihilate " physische Vernunft " 
and the philosophy of the non-revelationists, and to dissever with all com- 
pleteness the spiritual world, the moral freedom in man, the moral realm of 
God, from the material world, existent in time and space, and subject to the 
constraint of the causal law. He also has some respect for Kant's moral 
principle, and acknowledges it to be a criterion for the discrimination of 
good and evil [cf., e.g., Heimweh. Vol. IV. p. 188]. But beyond this 
there is no community of thought between Jung and Kant. Kant's moral- 
theology, his attempt to base religion upon and derive it from morality, his 
attitude to revelation, salvation and Christ, — all these things Jung combats 
with great sharpness [cf., e.g., Heimweh. Vol. IV. pp. 271 ff., 367]. The 
most important of the passages in which Jung deals with the Kantian phi- 
losophy are the following.
